Chicago, Sept. 3.—In a disastrous 
break to the terrific heat wave Chi­ 
cago wus visited by one of the sever­ 
est electrical and rain storms in the 
history of the city. 
In 60 minute*’ 
time between 2:30 and 3:20 p. m., 
the fire department received thirty 
calls for engines to extinguish blazes 
caused In most Instances by lightning. 
More than 250 calls for engines to 
pump water out of flooded basements 
were received by the department dur­ 
ing the same period. 
No deaths were 
rei>ortod. 
Only s. few of the requests for en­ 
gine pumps were complied with, ow­ 
ing to lack of engines, which were 
busy at fires In all parts of the city. 
I The greatest damage from floods, per­ 
haps, was at the Congress and Audi­ 
torium hotels. 
During the height of the storm a 
large water main on Congress street 
between Michigan and Wabash ave­ 
nues I* 1st. 
The break and the clog­ 
ging of ths sewag e pipes caused the 
water to overflow the sidewalks and 
enter the hotel buildings 
The greatest floods occurred In the 
Pompeiian room of the Congress and 
in the barroom of the Auditorium 
hotels. 
In both of these place* the 
water reached a height of nearly a 
foot and caused guests to scurry to 
safety. 
The corridors of both hotels 
were Inundated. 
Carpets valued at 
thousauds of dollars were soaked.
